| Mr. Chesterton 
was impossible, even for the purpose 
of Conservatives. What did they 
mean by being Conservatives? They 
meunt that they wanted to keep cer- 
tain good and valuable 
they were. 
Conservative if he could, because he 
should like to keep the old English 
institutions in existence; he Aiked 
them, and was fond of them. But
